JANE AND JOHN. 
What shall Jane give John, and what shall John give 
Jane, are the urgent questions of the month. The 
precise answers depend on Jane and John ; but gen- 
eral answers are possible, without much regard to 
Jane and John; and general answers best suit our 
present purpose. Whatever Jane is, and whatever 
John is, there is a word which stands for a gift from 


Jane to John, and which also stands for another gift | 
from John to Jane, which shall be very different ; and 
both shall answer the purpose of gifts. 

For the better understanding of the matter let us | 


consider What is the purpose of gifts ? 
Let us consider it as abstractly as possible ; for, if | 


particular persons, or persons in particular rela- 
tions, enter into the question, other persons, and 
persons in other relations, will have little 
est in the answers. We mean 
usefully as possible; so let us say at once something 
that will stop everybody to listen. A gift is nota 
means of courtship. Contrary to common opinion, 
it positively hasn't anything whatever to do with 
courtship ; forwardor back; courting or being courted. 

Now, having made sure of attention, let us make 
sure of the readers’ accord by showing how entirely 
reasonable that rather sudden dogma is ; how impos- 
sible rejection of it must be; how self-cogent it is, 
when one comes to think of it; and so how accept- 
able, veritable, inevitable and universal a truth it is. 

A proper gift is one that so fits into the relations of 
those between whom it passes, that it seems the silent 
language of the acceptable feeling of the giver ; un- 
spoken it may be, but understood. An improper gift 
is any one that does not so fit in; one that jars, no 
matter how little. How indelicate would be, for ex- 
ample, a gift of a cook-book from a young man to an 
unmated: young woman. A severe example shows 
under a strong light what a nice sense of the fitness 
of things discovers in more recondite matters.

In like way, we may say that gifts have nothing to 
do with friendship ; and for a like reason. Think of 
giving a rather casual friend, one too little within 
friendly recognition to be fully entitled to that pre- 
cious name—think of giving such an acquaintance A 
Life for a Life. So the language of even a friendly 
gift, if it goes one whit beyond the understood 
relations, is clearly seen to be of the nature of 
a trespass, the worst of social offenses. Could we 
show more conclusively that it is utterly impossible to 
court or be courted, or even make friends, with gifts ? 

Take the more distant relations of two people, one 
of whom wishes to express admiration or approval of 
the other. If an admirer of Mrs. Langtry should give 
her the Harvard Shakspere, it would be such a com- 
pliment to her professional eminence as she might 
find difficulty in answering. What sort of a speech 
should Herbert Spencer make in acknowledging a gift 
of a library of French fiction? or an empty exquisite 
of Sartor Resartus? How would a venerable man, 
whose life has been full of serious and thoughtful work, 
feel a gift of Arabian Nights, or Robinson Crusoe, 
or Grimm’s Tales. He might himself find it delight- 
ful and restful to turn to such diverting child-lore, when 
the weariness of age solaces itself with another child- 
hood ; but to gzve them would be to touch rudely the 
tenderest susceptibilities of a most tender age, Think 
of giving a school-girl the Novum Organum as a prize 
for excellence in spelling; or a boy a book beyond 
the ken of nine out of ten of his elders. In no situa- 
tion, then, may a gift presume upon relations which do 
not exist at the time. 

Have we not, bya process of exclusion, found 
that the purpose of gifts is to preserve the present, 
never to forestall or open the future? And, as unfitly 
chosen gifts are capable of the worst incongruity, are 
they not, for the very same reason, capable of the 
nicest adaption to Jane and John, whoever and what- 
ever Jane and John may be? 

The books of this time are the thought of this 
time. Old books are the sifted thought of past time. 
They are the thought of man and woman which 
Time has kept alive, sometimes through forgotten 
generations. They get to be called standard 
after a while, when fully proved. Books speak a 
various language, as various as the thought of man 
and woman. They fit the thought and life, the think- 
ing and living power, the capacity of all men and 
of all women, if chosen well. And,when chosen well, 
they not only fit the receiver and the occasion ; they 
express the delicacy, the niceness, the trueness, the 
fullness and the balance of the giver’s apprehension 
of the relation which actually exists between gis cr

and receiver. It is for this splendid capacity of fit- 
ness and expression, that Book is the word which 
stands for the Universal Gift. 


CHILDREN’S BOOKS. 


The whole subject of children’s books has to be gone 
over every fall by booksellers and bookbuyers ; 
because every year brings many new books to be 
guessed at, and last year has added a few to the 
slowly lengthening list of standard favorites. 

Of course it is safe to buy the old and approved; 
but, out of the hundred or so new ones, will five live 
beyond a year or two ? that is, will as many as five turn 
out to have value enough, or please-power enough, to 
be remembered with grateful feeling by those who have 
read them? The givers of gifts especially will give 
the new ones. How are they to guess which are the 
five? 

Every publisher of every book believes his book is 
going to succeed, or he wouldn’t venture his money 


upon it. If ninety-five do not succeed beyond the first 


year, seventy-five, probably, do not succeed at all. If | 


you buy at random, then the chances are three to one 
that you will buy books with no hold on life at all. 
Clearly you cannot take the publisher’s judgment. 

Booksellers must buy some of almost all new books, 
whatever they may think of them. They buy for many 
tastes, and not according to their own tastes. The 
wide-awake bookseller, if he be at all scrupulous, 
watches for the opinions of new books that get into 
print before the books appear; but he has to watch 
them as well as watch for them, and judge whether 
they are real opinions or only puffs, emanating, directly 
or indirectly, from the owners of the books. The 
wary bookseller has the earlier information than 
you are likely to get. If you can trust him to 
judge for you, you can do no better, however 
competent and intelligent you may be. Besides 
all he knows about the books themselves, he is 
qualified by his pursuit, by his knowledge of book- 
makers, and by his interest in you as his customer. 
\His salesman or saleswoman, as likely as not, may be 
less helpful ; but you may find the most competent ser- 
vice and the most judicious counsel where you little 
expect it. Even the commonest salesman or sales- 
woman knows which books sell, what sort of people 
buy them, and can say something aboutthem. Even 
this may be useful to you. 

Book News can do little but repeat such opinions 
of others as seem discreet and fair. We are all more 
or less in the dark; because children’s books are 
so many, and are published so late that nobody can 
stop toread and compare them.

Cards have had an extraordinary run. They have 
enjoyed already, everybody thinks, a longer popular- 
ity than they are entitled to; yet they still hold on. 


| of nice choosing. 
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A year or two ago Valentines showed a decided 
inclination to go out of favor; but cards brought 
them back into greater vogue than ever. 

The truth is, so much of wit, fine feeling and artis- 
tic sense have been brought to bear upon these trifles 
that, perhaps, they are not trifles after all. They 
constitute quite a picture vocabulary of good-will and 
friendly recognition ; and though, as gifts, they must 
rank far below books, they certainly convey and 
inspire a nicer feeling than merely useful or decora- 
tive things. They are, undoubtedly, inferior gifts to 
purely artistic works, in all respects; but bear in 
mind that they aspire to only enough of art to illume 
and grace their other character, and that their suita- 
bility is determined chiefly by that other character. 
Besides, works of real art are beyond the range of light 
and easy giving; so that the two ought scarcely to be 
named together. And yet cards are quite as near to 
art on one side, as they are to books on the other. 

This extremely popular or general adaptation of 
cards for gifts has caused them to take on very great 
diversity ; and, as their diversity is without any sort of 
law, so the cards are unclassifiable. One must see 
all to choose a few. But there are more than a thou- 
sand to see; nolighttask. It comes to pass, then, 
that ease of seeing them all affords the best promise 
So, by a new method of exhibition, 
samples of them all are arranged under glass, those 
of a price together ; and the task of choosing made

It is pleasant to have a good edition of a favorite 
book, and never more pleasant than at this season, 
when it is the fashion to think of giving and receiving 
books as tokens of friendship and good feeling. That 
they are sought for during the holiday time more than 
at any other period of the year 

is so well known to our pub- 

lishers that they generally spend 

the earlier part of the year in 

preparing them, and not always 

wisely, as it seems to us; for 

they think we will buy almost 

anything that they choose to 

print, provided it is profusely 

and showily illustrated. As a 

rule, they cater for us with art 

rather than with literature, and 

thereby lessen the number of 

their customers, a large class 

of whom still prefer literature 

to art. No reader who respects 

himself would care to possess 

an edition of Proverbial Phi- 

losophy because it is illustrated 

by Millais or Burne Jones; for 

the mere possession of such a 

book. in any form, would be 

a reflection upon his taste. 

Publishers do not. sufficiently 

understand this feeling, or they 

would not violate it as they do, 

and as they will no doubt con- 

tinue to do aslong as illustrated 

books can be foisted off for the 

sake of the illustrations. Now 

and then one of them sees 

farther than his fellows, and 

gives us a book which we value 

highly for its own sake, and also 

value highly for the art which 

accompanies it. Such a classic is 

Scott’s Lady of the Lake, of 

which J. R. Osgood & Co. have 

just published a beautiful illus- 

trated edition. Whether it is a 

book for all time it is not safe for 

contemporary judgment to say ; 

but, judging by the fate that 

has overtaken most of the 

narrative poems of the nine- 

teenth century, it still has a long 

life before it. It has held itsown 

for seventy-two years, and that 

in the most productive period of 

English literary history, a period in which nearly 

every poet of note wrote narrative poems of some 

sort or another:—Southey, epics; Byron, Eastern 
tales: Moore, Lalla Rookh ; Wordsworth, Peter Bell 
and The White Doe of Rylstone; Keats, Endymion; 

Hunt, The Story of Rimini; Tennyson, The Princess ; 

Morris, The Earthly Paradise; Swinburne, Tristram 

of Lyonesse ;—the list is endless. The Lady of the 

Lake has outlived most of these poems, not because 


Scott was a greater poet than Byron, or Wcrdsworth, 
or Keats, but because he had a more genuine talent, 
a truer genius, for story-telling than they, and because 
his stories possess a human interest which theirs 
lack, and depend for their success upon this inter- 
est, and not upon the poetic manner in which they 
are told. One never thinks of the language which 
Scott employs in his poetry, or never as one thinks of 
the language of Swinburne, and Tennyson, and Keats; 
it is a transparent medium through which his thought 
appears in its manly simplicity and directness. It has 
tae charm of style, which a child perceives as readily 
as a literary student, and that joined to the human 
interest which inheres in all that Scott wrote, is what 
has so endeared his memory to all classes of readers,

To the sumptuous volumes which M. 
Yriarte has already prepared on Italian 
cities has lately been added a large folio 
of similar style devoted t» Florence. It 
is a volume which by its mass and dis- 
tribution carries in its very aspect some 
physical suggestion of a crowded city: its 
serried files of text opening upon vistas of 
architecture and sculpture, leading into 
the interiors of temple or museum, and 
populated with many hist ric figures. One 
finds the whole municipality, in truth, 
spread out before him within these 
covers; first as a map, then as a gen- 
eral view from San Miniato, and after- 
wards a vast array of its artistic treasures 
is made visible through the illustrations. 
Fortunately, as in the other members of 
this series, the text yields no small part 
of the profit of the work. 

The illustrations so far as they stand 
for engraving, fall much below the Amer- 
ican mirk; nor wouli the various pic- 
tures always give tothe uninitiated a full 
sense of the beauty and strength in the 
originals. But their usefu ness, and it is 
a very high one, consists in their great 
range and completeness, taken together. 
It is not only Florence in name or mere 
outline that is set before us, but concrete, 
visible Florence, with all its spiritu.] and 
material meaning, so far as these can be 
obtained with actual presence and much 
study.—Adantic Monthly.

His discourse 
about places is necessarily brief, but it is interesting. 
and embodies as much historical learning and intel- 
ligent criticism on men, manners and art asa well-

HERRICK’S POEMS.

More than two years ago Mr. E. A. Abbey began 
in //arper's Magazine a series of charmingly quaint 
illustrations of Herrick’s poems. He caught the tone 
of the fine old lyric poet with sympathetic felicity, 
and with the inspired imagination of the artist has 
wrought in the very spirit of Herrick’s time. These 
illustrations have now been gathered into a volume 
of selections from Herrick’s poetry, edited 

by Mr. Austin Dobson. It will be one of 

the most superb gift-books of the season, 

and will make Herrick’s poetry known 

to thousands of readers to whom he is 

now little more than a name. 

Although, at his best, one of the most 

delightful of lyric poets, there is none 
whose works require more careful editing 
and selection. ‘‘ He wrote,’’ says the 
Easy Chair in Harper's Magazine for 
June last, ‘the most exquisite verses to 
flowers: verses musical and pure and 
delicate—very dew-drops of song ; but he 
had also a taste for the town and the table 
and all fleshly delights. There could, in- 
deed, be no greater amazement than that 
of some young reader suddenly coming 
for the first time upon the Daffodils, or 
Violets, or Meadows, or Rose Buds, and 
hastening enchanted to the volumes of 
the poet, only to find the lilies blooming 
in the mire. The name itself of the singer, 
Robert Herrick, is musical and sug- 
gestive. His best poems read for the first 
time convey a sense of ineffable grace and 
melody, and the Easy Chair recalls vividly 
the delight with which a young boy brows- 
ing in a great library first tasted the am- 
brosia of Herrick’s verse. It was a rude 
shock, however, to see his portrait. It is 
that of a bovine Bacchus. The close- 
curling mass of hair clings to the head, 
and covering the forehead, almost blends 
with the shaggy eyebrow. The immense 
aquiline nose springs beak-like from be- 
yond the staring eyes, the mustache of a 
Cavalier covers the lip above the full 
mouth, and the chin doubles down in 
heavy jowls to the thick neck.”’ 

For a long time Herrick’s poetry was 
neglected, and the first modern reprint 
of his complete works was published 
in 1823. Selections from his poems had 
been made previously, however, and the 
choicest of his lyrics were admired by all 
lovers and students of the older English 
poetry. 

Mr. Dobson has made the selections for this 
volume with excellent taste and judgment, and it 
will be in the highest degree welcome to lovers of 
art and of old English poetry. The grace and quaint- 
ness of the drawing, the delicacy of the engraving, 
captivate the eye and the imagination. Mr. Abbey's 
pencil catches the lightly tripping daintiness of 
Herrick’s airy and sometimes artificial conceits as 
well as the refined grace of his purer verse, and every 
reader of cultivated taste will welcome the volume 
as a beautiful tribute to the poet’s genius.—Harfer's 
Weekly.

The editor expressly says that she has 
aimed to enforce woman’s right to fair representation 
in such a gathering; ‘“‘to give those poets their just 
dues who have hitherto not hadthem ;"’andtosave from 
poems voted too long or uninteresting, or prejudged 
in consequence of * ridicule and one-sided criticism,” 
brief passages which merit a better fate. In the carry- 
ing out of this humane purpose, Miss Bates has drawn 
almost upon the cradle in one or two instances, and 
has now and again taken from the magazines speci- 
mens of the verse of writers who cannot as yet point 
to a volume all theirown. So strictly personal has 
been her aim that she admits only two anonymous 
pieces, both comic; and this, we think, gives her 
nearly goo pages a_ better title to be 
called original than her other principles 
of selection, Freshness is secured by 
extracts from so recent a collection as 
Boker'’s Book of the Dead, and by no 
less than seven from Oscar Wilde. The 
standard poets, of course, furnish the 
staple of the present volume, but all alike 
suffer from carelessness of proof-reading 
and editing.

It is 
of the young men that Mr. Bacon writes — 
the men who have recently left: he Beaux

their lives. Not only this, but we are tur- 
nished with fac-similes of their work, made 
at his solicitation. He begins his v olume 
with the much-discussed Impressionists 
and their leader, Manet; and then turns his attention 
to the little art-colony at Ecouen, where Edouard Frére 
is the master. The famous studios of Paris—none 
more elegant than that of Vibert, none cosier than that 
of Sarah Bernhardt, none plainer than that of Jean 
Berand—are next discussed. Berand uses his studio 
more as a place to store his pictures in than as a 
workroom. He works in a cab, because he loves to 
paint Paris as it is seen on the streets and in the parks. 
Mr. Bacon's book may be taken as aseries of running 
notes on the art of the dz ay, and as such it has av alue 
of its own.

There is hardly one of the familiar sports and amuse- 
ments of boys twelve years and upwards of age that 
is not described and explained in Mr. D. C. Beard's 
What to Do, and How to Do It: The American 
Boy's Handy-Book. These and many which are 
unfaniliar are noticed under the headings of the 
season to which they are most appropriate, There is 
a long chapter on kites which might instruct even the 
Chinese; and one on Knots, Bends, and Hitches, 
which, with that on the Rigging and Sailing of 
Small Boats, forms the best two in the book. That 
on How to Camp Without a Tent has-a good many 
useful hints, but, as some of the other chapters do, 
assumes an almost preternatural skill on the part of 
the boys in the use of tools, and a stock of industry 
such as few of them have. The chapters on fishing 
are not good: they describe various novel con- 
trivances, but say nothing of the habits of fish or the 
best methods of catching them. The chapters on 
Trapping had better have been omitted: boys can 
find enough ways of destroying small and game birds 
without learning how to make and use the numerous 
snares andspringes Mr. Beard writes of. There is an 
excellent chapter on taxidermy for boys, and one on 
sleighs and snow-shoes; and the book concludes with 
a list of indooramusements for winter. On the whole, 
it is a good book for boys—the best we have yet seen 
here of its kind. The printing and illustrations are 
capital.— 7he Nation.

Mr. William O. Stoddard’s The Talking Leaves is 

a capital Indian story of Arizona, any incident of 

which might be true; and the whole bears evidence 

of local color studied on the spot. The author and 
the artist combine to furnish the Apaches with rather 
more clothing than the customs of the country war- 
rant, and with a higher style of tepee. But a blem- 
ish in favor of decency is pardonable, and it is bal- 
anced by the fidelity to nature of the horses, which 
usually so sorely tempt the artist to transform them 
into thoroughbreds or monstrosities. There are fights 
and escapes enough to satisfy the most exacting young- 
ster, but the combination is not impossible. ‘There is 

a sprinkling of sarcastic comment which the brighter 

boys will appreciate, and which the duller ones will 

not be the worse for. The action is rapid and natural, 
and the story thrilling, yet not likely to upset the imagi- 
nation. The book is a good one for boysto read, and 
they can’t help liking it. 

The same author's Saltillo Boys is a pleasant story, 
the scene of which is laid in a town in central New 

York thirty years ago. The boys described are from 


| thirteen to sixteen years old, and belong to a school 
| in which the master endeavors to impress the value 
| of self-government upon his pupils. 


This lesson is 
fairly well brought out in the various incidents given 
of life in and out of school. The only instance in 
which it seems to us the author fails to leave a right 
impression is in his description of a cock-fight, where 
the interest in the victory of the boy's bird is rather 
stronger than the rebuke for ‘‘so cruel and brutal an 
amusement.”’ Mr. Stoddard, in our opinion, would 
have been still more successful in his endeavor to 
teach his young readers true manliness had he 
adopted a different style in the narrative portions of 
his story. We do not find fault with his endeavor to 
represent the boy’s talk to the eye by clipping words 
and running them together, though such realism is 
not to our taste, and after a time becomes wearisome. 
But his narrative frequently reads like his boys’ talk, 
and here, we think, he makes a mistake in art. There 
should run through a book which aims to enforce a 
moral the quiet and dignified tone and style which a 
master would have in school. This the author fails 
to give, though there are passages which show that 
his failure was not from lack of power, but from a 
mistaken desire to be always bright and interesting. 
With these reservations we can heartily recommend
